as nearly three tons of gasoline 
sloshed about in the partly filled 
fue] tanks. 

Under the strain the right tire 
burst and the plane jumped out of 
control. The left undercarriage 
buckled and the left wing slashed 
into the ground. 

The ship then spun to the right, 
crashed down on its right wing, 
and the right motor snapped off 
the right wheel. 

White-faced in her sixth narrow 
escape in her spectacular aviation 
career, Miss Earhart popped her 
head out of the cockpit and shouted 
to onlookers: “Something must 
have gone wrong!” 

Her navigators, Captain Harry 
Manning and Fred J. Noonan 
crawled out and surveyed the ship. 

One of the first Army officers to 
reach the scene said she ~é- 
marked disconsolately: “It’s a total 
wreck, [ hit a wet spot.”

PHYSICIST 1S ELECTROCUTED 
IN RESEARCH LABORATORY 


Dr. Wesley Coates Touches Machine 
Part Accidentally at 
New York. 
By the Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—Ah eleeé- 
trical machine invented a Uni- 
versity of California Scientist for 
the treatment of cancerous tumors 
brought death tonight to Dr. Wes- 
ley Coates, 29-year-old physicist at 
the Crocker Research Laboratory. 

Dr. Coates, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California, was electro- 
cuted as he worked in the labora- 
tory with his associate of 10 months, 
Dr. Frank Exner. His hand touched 
an overhead bar of the machine and 
5000 volts shot through his body. 

Associates said Coates apparent- 
ly failed to use either of two 
switches provided for turning off 
the current before mounting a 
short flight of. steps to the over- 
head platform. He was knocked 
to the laboratory floor and was 
dead when Exner reached him. 

Dr. Exner said he met Dr. Coates 
@ year ago when he went to the 
University of California to study 
the machine invented by Dr. Sloan 
of the University faculty, and was 
so attracted by his ability that 
when he returned here he recom- 
mended that Dr. Coates be em- 
ployed by the laboratory. Dr. Coates 
came to New York a year ago. 


LANDIS SUGGESTS SIT-DOWN 
MAY IN TIME BE LEGALIZED 


Harvard Appointee Says Outcome 


WASHINGTON, March 20. 
Chairman James M. Landis of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion suggested tonight that  sit- 
down strikes may be recognized, in 
time, as legal just as other strikes 
have become legalized. 

Landis; who will leave his ‘Gov- 
ernment post soon to become dean 
of Harvard law school, addressed 
the Eastern Law Students Confer- 
ence at Catholic University. 

“The claim today that men can 
occupy premises to keep their claim 
to strike intact is similar to the 
claim of the employer to close his 
premises against his employes, ” 
Landis said. “The question is 
whether property in such a dispute 
is going to be recognized as inviol- 
able.

Highways of Rusk County were 

in places with funeral pro- 
cessions. State highway patrolmen 
were called out to handle the traf- 
fic. 

There was no union or combined 
funeral, except in the cases of chil- 
dren of the same _ household. 
Churches in London, New London, 
Henderson, Overton, Pleasant Hill 
and Kilgore opened their buildings 
and grounds to the successive fami- 
ly groups, and pastors of the vari- 
ous churches served parishioners 
and strangers alike. 

At the Overton Baptist Church, 
12 caskets were in. waiting early 
in the afternoon. The caskets were 
kept in the Sunday school room un- 
til the name of a family was called, 
then one was wheeled into the au- 
ditorium, followed by the funeral 
party, in many cases numbering 50 
or more. 

Typical Funeral Service. 

The casket, sometimes covered 
with flowers, sometimes bearing 
only an.artificial wreath provided 
by the undertaker, was borne to a 
position before the pulpit. A male 
quartet, uunaccompanied, sang 
“Abide With Me.” The pastor 
preached, prayed and read Scrip- 
ture verses—“The Lord gave and 
the Lord hath taken away;” “Suf- 
fer little children to come unto Me.” 

Following the brief service, it was 
usually explained that the casket 
would not be opened. The parents, 
it was said, would wish*to remem- 
ber their children as they were 

As each casket was 
next family in order would he 
called, and again the quartet would 
sing, the minister, or another pas-: 
tor, would conduct the service, and 
the family would file out. 

r More Funerals Today. 

Many more funerals are to be 
held tomorrow. While most of the 
funerals are followed by burial at 
cemeteries in this section, some 
bodies are to be buried at distant 
places, the former home towns of 
families which have come recently 
to the oil fields. 

In a skating rink, American Le- 
gion halls and other unoccupied 
buildings used to supplement the 
inadequate facilities of undertaking 
establishments, parents had made 
the rounds Thursday night and Fri- 
day, seeking bodies of missing chil- 
dren. 

Few showed emotion. Mothers, 
shocked, stared at still forms with- 
out a tear. But today realization 
seemed to have dawned. Sobs and 
hysterical cries frequently followed 
the conclusion of a funeral service. 

Clearing of Ruins. 

Within 24 hours, heavy cables 
drawn by trucks and tractors, o 
tained. from large oil companies, 
had removed the debris from the 
place where the building had 
stood. Bodies were taken to the 
nearby towns, and the injured, 
some unconscious, were removed to 
the nearest hospital or physician’s 
offices. 

Bodies were numbered at the 
various reeciving stations. Search- 
ing parents lined up, giving a gen- 
eral description of their children, 
being urged to detail color and 
texture of clothing. Then white 
sheets were lifted back to disclose 
the bodies of children who might 
meet such descriptions. In some 
cases there were disagreements,

All the officials convicted today 
are women, They are Mrs. Mar- 
garet Kelley, Democratic judge of 
the Twenty-sixth Precinct of the 
Twelfth Ward; Mrs. Beulah Walton, 
Republican judge; Mrs. Cecelia 
Ditsch, Democratic judge and Mrs. 
Olga Kegin, Democratic clerk. The 
two political workers convicted 
are Frank Ditsch Jr., precinct 
captain of the faction of Congress- 
man Joseph B. Shannon; and 
George Neeper, the Pendergast pre- 
cinct boss and a former St. Louis-

High School Youths, Try- 
ing to Flee in Taxi After 
$170 Holdup, Overtaken 
by Officers. 


ONE WOUNDED 
TOOK TO HEELS 


Refused to Stop at Officer’s 
Command — Pair Ran 
Away From Chicago, in 
Two Other Robberies. 


The brief criminal career of two 
17-year-old Chicago high school boys 
ended last night when one of them 
was shot and seriously wounded 
and the other captured by police- 


men who followed a taxicab in 
which they attempted to escape aft- 
er a $170 holdup at Charles A. Gid- 
dens’ men’s clothing. store at 7622-24 
South Broadway. 

One of them, who gave his name 
as James Kohler, was shot in the left 
side of the back by Sergeant Phillip 
Wagner of the Wyoming Street 
District, who Said he fired after the 
youth fled from the cab at Sev- 
enth boulevard and Lafayette ave- 
nue and ignored commands to halt. 
The other boy, who had remained 
in the cab, was captured by Pa- 
trolman William Klouzek. 

The second youth, who identified 
himself as James Crinion, said they 
had been students at Hirsch High 
School, Chicago, until last. Monday, 
when they ran away from home and 
came to St. Louis. At first he said 
their only other criminal venture 
twas the $10 holdup of a loan firm 
at 3520 St. Louis avenue Friday 
night, but later admitted they held 
up a shoe store at 1534 South Broad- 
way last. Tuesday, escaping with 
$28. They were identified by vic- 
tims of all three robberies. 

Broadcast Starts Chase. 

The chase which resulted in the 
capture started shortly after 6 
o’clock when Sergt. Wagner and 
Patrolman Klouzek, in a scout car 
at Second and Dorcas streets, heard 
the police radio broadcast of the 


the robbers had fled north in 
Broadway in a Black and White 
cab. 

Driving west on Dorcas the offi- 
cers sighted the cab northbound 
on Seventh and started in pursuit. 
About a mile north, as the cab 
pulled up for the automatic signal 
at Lafayette avenue, one of the 
passengers, who later proved to be 
Kohler, leaped out and dashed east. 
Sergt. Wagner got out of the police 
car, close behind, and instructed 
Klouzek to stop the cab, which had 
started across the street as the 
signal changed. 

Ww er said he called three 
times for the fugitive to halt and 
then fired one shot, which hit the 
boy in the back, the bullet emerg- 
ing from the abdomen. Kohler 
dropped to the street and gasped, 
“You got me,” as the policeman 
ran up. The youth was taken to 
City Hospital. An unloaded’ .32- 
caliber revolver was found in his 
overcoat pocket. 

Other Youth Surenders. 

Meantime Klouzek followed the 
cab across Lafayette and forced it 
to a stop north of the intersec- 
tion. Crinion surrendered without 
resistance and Klouzek took him 
to the Third District Police Sta- 
tion, half a block west on Lafay- 
ette. The boy was carrying a 
small-caliber automatic pistol and 
also had $150 of the money taken 
from the store.

Women Pelt Officers With 
Missiles at One; Other De- 
troit Ejection Peaceful. 


By the Associated Press, 
DETROIT, Mich., March 20.— 


Police. ejected stay-in strikers from 
two plants here today. They met 
no difficulty at the Newton Pack- 
ing Co., where 60 were arrested in- 
cluding 19 women. But at the 
Bernard Schwartz Cigar Co., where 
they ousted 75 women, they got into 
a fight. 

The women pelted the police with 
wooden blocks, snow balls and other 
weapons until they were propelled, 
screaming and kicking, to patrol 
wagons. 

The Schwartz factory, has been 
occupied since Feb. 18 in defiance 
of a court injunction. 

Police kicked in the door when 
the strikers refused to open it. The 
raiding squad was pelted with mis- 
sles as it ascended a_ stairway. 
Some women fled to the far cor- 
ners of the factory but the police 
qutickly rounded them up without 
using gas or weapons. 

Most of the disorder was outside 
the factory, as strike sympathizers 
pelted the police. 

The earlier raid on the Newton 
Packing Co, plant lasted only 10 
minutes as 50 sheriff's deputies 
and 90 policemen broke into the 
plant and arrested strikers who had 
defied a court injunction.

his plants in the event of a strike 
were “absolutely untrue.” 
“I have heard reports that I said 


we would shut down for three years ) 


if necssary, in the event of a 
strike,” Ford said in an authorized 
interview at his winter home here. 
He did not mention the source of 
the reports. 

“Well, that’s not true. We are 
not going to shut down. We intend 
to keep operating to the last man 
We'll stand our position.” 

Ford said there had been no la- 
bor trouble in his widely scattered 
plants, but said he had experienced 
some difficultly with His source of 
supplies. 

“The only object of a strike in 
any of our plants would be an ef- 
fort to make us shut down,” he said. 
“We don’t intend to do that.” 

“The international financiers, who 
are really back of these strikes, 
have plenty to do besides trying to 
control industry. Let them create 
a proper distribution system that 
will be based upon what each coun- 
try. produces. That would keep 
them engaged. 

“The whole object of the strikes 
is to kill competition, and we are 
about the only competition that fi- 
nanciers have at this time. They'll 
not get anywhere while I’m alive 
in their efforts to make us shut

WASHINGTON, March 20.—With 
a frank attack on the “conserva- 
tive majority” of the United States 
Supreme Court for its “tortured” 
construction of the Constitution, 
Ferdinand Pecora, now a Justice of 
the New York Supreme Court, to- 


day urged the Senate Judiciary 
Committee to approve President 
Roosevelt’s bill to remake the 
court. 

With Pecora’s testimony the com- 
mittee concluded two weeks of 
hearings given over to proponents 
of the administration measure, 
with thousands of words on the 
court and the Constitution put into 
the record, much of it repetitions of 
what had already been said in the 
bitter controversy. Beginning Mon- 
day with the appearance of Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, the opposition will have its 
first inning. Wheeler will be fol- 
lowed by Raymond Moley, former 
“brain-truster” and close associate 
of the President, who is opposed to 
the court plan. 

Quotes Connally on Hughes 

As a result of a question put by 
Senator Austin (Rep.), of Vermont, 
Pecora took occasion to read at 
some length from a speech made 
on the floor of the Senate by Sena- 
tor Connally (Dem.), Texas, op- 
ponent of the President in the pres- 
ent fight, when the nomination of 
Charles Evans Hughes to be chief 
Justice was before the Senate. 

Opposing tthe confirmation of 
Hughes, Connally referred to the 
court as “the most powerful branch 
of the Government” which exalted 
legal rights above “the rights of 
the people.” 

The Texas Senator protested that 
the committee should not take up 
“its time allowing the witness to 
read from his speech of 1930 but 
chairman Ashurst ruled that Pe- 
cora might incorporate it in his 
answer. General laughter followed 
the reading which showed Con- 
Nally in opposition at that time 
to the “power” of the court.

“I want to thank Mr. Justice Pe- 
cora for lifting my remasgks from 
their obscurity and giving to them 

the eminence of his testimony,”

* Seenter Van Nuys (Dem.) Indi- 
ana, opponent of the President's 
plan, asked Pecora about his refer- 
ence to sit-down strikes. “Do you 
approve of the sit-down strike?" 
Van Nuys asked. “I do not,” Pe 
cora replied. 

“Let me say,” Van Nuys deciared,

archy. and revolution.” 

Assails Sutherland. 

Pecora directed his fire particu- 
larly against Justice Sutherland, 
referring to Sutherland’s “intem- 
perate and unnecessary language” 
in the Jones case which, according 
to the witness, “quietly amended” 
out of the Securities Act most of 
the protection given to investors 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission createi under that act.

PETTENGILL ASSAILS 


Says Matter Is of Grave Im- 
port to Racial and Social 
Minorities,

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Rep- 
resentative Samuel B. Pettengill, 
South Bend, Ind., Democrat, charac- 
terized President Roosevelt’s plan 
for remaking the judiciary system 
tonight as a “matter of profound 


importance” to racial, religious, so- 
cial and political minorities. : 

Discussing the court 
over a nation-wide radio network, 
Pettengill pointed to the Supreme 
Court’s decisions in the Oregon 
school case, the war-risk insurance 
case and the Louisiana newspaper 
tax case as instances of minorities 
being protected by a court “protect- 
ed from political pressure.” / 

The Indiana Congressman; a lead- 
er of the Democratic House bloc op- 
posing the President’s proposal to 
appoint as many as six new Jus- 
tices to the Supreme Court, said 
“well-wishers of the President are 
very much alarmed with the possi- 
bilities contained in the pending 
proposal.” 

“Incalculable Danger.” 

“The method, we think, is bad and 
the precedent is fraught with incal- 
culable danger, however desirable 
certain objectives may be,” he said. 

“The present unfortunate contro- 
versy,” he said, “could be quickly 
settled by the patriotic and level- 
headed men on both sides, the one 
recognizing the need for certain 
changes in our judicial system, and 
the other recognizing that those 
changes should be made only as the 
rules themselves prescribe.” 

Minorities, he said, could assert 
their rights only in “courts. presid- 
ed over by Judges protected from 
political pressure.” 

“The preservation of that kind of 
courts,” he added, “is a matter of 
profound importance to racial, re- 
ligious, social and politica] minori- 
ties . . . The majority can get 
their rights without the aid of Gov- 
ernment because the majority is the 
Government. | 

Quotes Roosevelt’s Speech. 

“For that reason,” he said, quot- 
ing part of the President's court 
speech of March 9, “we ought to 
think long and carefully before ac- 
cepting the view that judges shall 
be appointed ‘who will not under- 
take to override the judgment of 
Congress on legislative policy.’” 

“Louisiana had a dictatorship 
under the shell of democracy,” said 
Pettengill, referring to the late 
Huey Long’s domination of the Leg- 
islature which passed the Louisiana 
newspaper tax. ond 

“It could happen in any other 
state capitol,” he added. “It could 
happen in the capitol of the nation. 
Millions of people have confidence 
in President Roosevelt. But they 
have no confidencé in his successor, 
whoever he may be less than four 
years from now.”

“If you didn’t get a perfect mor- 
tar connection between the pieces 
of tile intended to convey the gas 
to the attic, the gas might escape, 
mightn’t it?” he asked. f 

Maddox answered affirmatively 
and said it was possible that it 
might eventually pervade thé en- 
tire wall. 

Frank Hodges of Henderson, the 
plumbing contractor for the build- 


grade school, was asked what dif- 
ference he noticed after the change 
from dry to wet gas. 

“The flame would come up high- 
er,” he said, “some of the ‘pupils 
complained of headaches.” 

“What corrective steps were 
taken?” he was asked.

Two bullets fired by a Negro dur- 
ing a two-block chase last night 
struck Police Sergeant James 
Stuenkel’s cartridge box strapped 
to his belt, and pierced his over- 
coat. He was not hurt, but the 
Negro escaped. 

Sergt. Stuenkel and two patrol- 
men, riding in a scout car at 8:45 
o’clock, noticed a crowd of Negroes 
looking in a saloon at 1711 Biddle 
street. They stopped to investigate 
and one man yelled: “There he 
goes, he just shot a man.” 

“We jumped out of the car and 
chased a man east on Biddle to 
Seventeenth street and then north 
to Division,” Sergt. Stuenkel, a po- 
liceman for 23 years, related. “I 
fired once and Patrolman Phillip 
Biernacki fired at the same time. 

“Then the Negro turned and fired 
and I felt. the bullet go through 
my ove which was unbut- 
toned. Both of us fired again at 
him, .He stopped at the corner of 
a building in the 1700 block of Divi- 
sion and let go twice more. I felt 
a bullet hit my side, as if someone 
has socked me with his fist.” 

The Negro outdistanced his pus- 
suers. Sergt. Stuenkel then found 
that the bullet which struck his 
cartridge box had caused two of 
his cartridges to drop out.

Republican er Saree 
Mayor Charges in 85 


More on Payroll. 


After having campaign assistants 
check city records, Oliver T. Rem- 
mers, Republican nominee for’May- 
or, declared in a statement to the 
press yesterday that more than 85 
families, including Mayor 
manh’s own family, had two or 
more members on the municipal 
payroll. 

Remmers said Dickmann had had 
a billboard erected, shortly after 
taking office in 1933, reading “A job 
in every family by Christmas.” At 
that time the Mayor was conduct- 
ing a campaign for relief of un- 
employment. Dickmann also an- 
nounced then, Remmers continued, 
that not more than one member ,of 


and | any family would be given a city 


job, in order to spread the work. 
However, the Republican candi- 
date cited the multiple city employ- 
ment of some families as a “record 
of broken promises.” 

“Some politically select families,” 
said Remmers, “have had as high 
as eight persons on the payroll, and 
the administration only knows how 
many names we have missed-on the 
list of the favored group. That is 
the reason why scores of men and 
women who worked to elect the 
present Mayor and were promised 
jobs were not given jobs. The few 
feudal families were given . the 
plums and the others were left in 
ithe cold. They were not properly 
related.” 

Cites Appointments. 


Appointment of Charles Dick- 
mann, a brother of the Mayor, as 
steward at City Workhouse violated 
the nepotism amendment of the 
State Constitution, laying the viola- 
tor open to forfeiture of his office, 
Remmers asserted. Charles Dick- 
mann was given his position, pay- 
ing $160 a month, by appointment 
of Director of Public Welfare Jo- 
seph M. Darst, an appointee of the 
Mayor, less than two months after 
the Mayor took office. 


Remmers. said that Dr. Harry 


Stamm, chief supervisor of the mu- 


nicipal dental clinics, was a connec- 
tion of the Dickmann family, Dr. 


Stamm was paid $225 a month plus. 


$15 automobile allowance, but 
“spends an hour a day in the city 
services ‘without*interfering with his 
office hours in the Dickmann Build- 
ing on South Grand boulevard,” 
Remmers asserted. 


A long list of family groups on 
the city payroll was issued by Rem- 
mers. One case he mentioned was 
that of Circuit Judge Michael J. 
Scott, who was an Alderman be- 
fore going on the bench this year, 
and who, Remmers remarked, 
“must have been a prime favorite 
of the present Mayor.” Fairground 
Park, the candidate went on, “be- 
came so infested with Scotts on 
the city payroll that it became 
known in the neighborhood as 
Scott Field.” 


Scotts in Office. 


“Charles T. Scott, Mike’s father,” 
Remmers continued, “was named 
park-kéeper at Fairground Park. 
Leo and Edward Scott were naméd 
chauffeurs, James and Thomas J. 
Scott were appointed foremen. 
Charles Jr. went to his reward as 
a Deputy Sheriff. Vincent had to 
be content with being appointed a 
clerk. Friends had difficulty in 
keeping track of all the Scotts and 
their relatives on the city payroll. 
Now that Michael Scott is a Cir- 
cuit Judge, elected on the Mayor's 
slate, he gets $8000 a year, and the 
family pulls down almost $20,000 a 
year.” 

Turning to other instances, Rem- 
mers: said: : 

“Charlie Summersby found the 
present Mayor an attentive listener 
to pleas for jobs. Charlie was 
named warden of the Workhouse, 


two daughters found employment, 
one in the parole office and the 
other in the playground division, 

“Members of the Democratic City 
Committee who had promised to 
help constituents get jobs, in ¢z- 
change for votes at election, im- 
mediately went to work trying to 
get jobs for themselves and their 
relatives. Many were eminently 
successful. Newspaper articles 
stated that more than 30 of the 56 
members of the new Democratic 
City Committee directly ,or indi- 
rectly held appointive jobs on the 
payrolls of the city or State. Others 
found it advantageous to their busi- 
ness to belong to the City Com- 
mittee, .

A meeting of striking employes 
of the Meier & Pohimann Furni- 


ture Co., 1400 Palm street, will be 
held at 11 a. m. today at union 
headquarters, 320 North Nineteenth 
street, to ratify the results of con- 
ferences held las’ week between 
their representatives and the com- 
pany. William Sentner, CIO or- 

ganizer, said he expected the 225 

strikers to return to work tomor- 

row. 

Stay-in strikers have held the 
two plants of the company since 
March 11, after demanding higher 
wages, shorter hours and union rec- 
ognition. At the conferences be- 
tween strikers’ representatives and 
Arthur Meier, plant manager, de 
mands for a 40-hour week, union 
recognition, and a minimum wage 
of 48 cents an hour were discussed. 
The employes had compiained they 
were required to work from 65 to 
84 hours a week at wages averag- 
ing from $10 to $15 a week, a few 
employes making as low as $5 and 
others as high as $23. The furni- 
ture workers have been organized 
under the Committee for Industrial 
Organization headed by John L. 
Lewis. 

Charter to Century Workers. 

Employes of electrical manufac- 
turing concerns have been invited 
to & mass meeting at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon at Carpenters’ Hall, 
Grand boulevard and Cozens ave- 
nue. Sentner announced, in con- 
nection with the meeting, that the 
United Electrical and Radio Work- 
ems’ Union expected to request ne- 
gotiations for collective bargaining 
of several St. Louis manufacturers 

this week. He declined to name 
the firms. 

The United Electrical and Radio 
Workers represents the 2000 strik- 
ers at the Emerson Electrical Man- 
ufacturing Co., who quit work 
March 8 in support of demands for 
union recognition anc higher 
wages. Two hundred stay-in strik- 
ers have since neld the company’s 
motor plant, 2018 Washington ave- 
nue. The union is seeking to or- 
ganize 12,000 employes of electrical 
manufacturing plants in St. Louis, 
and has issued a charter to em- 
ployes of the Century Electric Co., 
Sentner announced. 

Mayor Makes Fresh Appeal. 

Mayor Dickmann yesterday sent 
a letter to Joseph Newman, presi- 
dent of the Emerson Co., asking 
him to meet a delegation of nine 
strikers at City Hall at 2 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. The letter 
pointed out that, in view of New. 
man’s refusal to deal with persons 
who had not worked for the com- 
pany, the delegation selected for 
the proposed conference was com- 
posed entirely of striking em- 
ployes headed by Frank Schlieman, 
veteran tool maker and former 
president of the company union. 
Previous efforts of Mayor Dick- 
mann to get Newman to agree to 
a conference have been unsuccess- 
ful. 

The St. Louis Relief Administra- 
tion, in line with a policy adopted 
in previous strikes, has refused re- 
lief to 60 Emerson strikers. Sent- 

‘ner. said the strikers would con- 
tinue their efforts to get assistance 
from the relief agency. 

Other Strikers to Meet. 

A meeting of the 229 employes 
of the Johnston Tin Foil & Metal 
Co., 6106 South Broadway, will be 
held at 2 o’clock this afternoon at 
Triangle Hall, 4100 South Broad- 
way.

Research proves that the stay- 
in tactics, formerly known as the 
strike-on-the-job or folded-arms 
strike, was originally an American 
product, and experienced its first 
jarge-scale application more than 
50 years ago in a struggle, cen- 
tering at St. Louis, between the 
Missouri Pacific railroad and the 
Noble Order of Knights of Labor 
of America. 


Idea Re-Transplanted. 

Historians of the union move- 
ment who are stationed in Wash- 
ington confess that the growing 
prevalence of the method in the 
United States was inspired by the 
highly publicized and victorious 
French sit-down strikes of last 
year, and that Gallic workingmen 
brought to full flower and nation- 
wide maturity a plant which had 
sprung up spontaneously from 
time to time in various American 
localities, but which never at- 
tained general cultivation on this 
side of the Atlantic until the 
growth was re-transplanted from 
France. 


The American claim to priority 
was confirmed in part during last 
year's crisis by French labor lead- 
ers, who admitted that they did 
not invent the stay-in variation. 
In the early days of Fascism, they 
declared, it was utilized by Black 
Shirt workers as an instrument 
for seizing control] of the economy 
of Italy. More immediately under 
their eyes, continued the French 
leaders, were sit-down strikes in 
the Ohio rubber industry at the 
end of 1935 and the beginning of 
1936. As a matter of fact, ac. 
cording to Washington author- 
ities, strikes of this character took 
Place in the Akron factories, 
among sporadic groups of arti- 
Sans, as early as 1926. 


Used Before Civil War. 


The first recorded use of the 
technique, says David J. Saposs, 
thief economist of the National 
labor Relations Board, occurred 
prior to the Civil War, in a strike 
of coal bargemen on the New 
York waterfront.

Big Bill’ Haywood’s 
Philosophy 


S EARLY as 1912, say 
economists of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
a theory of the occupational 
tactic, then known as the 
strike-on-the-job or the folded- 
arms-strike, was formulated by 
William D. Haywood, secretary 
of the Industrial Workers of 
the World. In “Big Bill's” 
philosophy, the advantages of 
the method to its practitioners 
were as follows: 

You sit on your job, so 
nobody can grab it away. 

In bad weather you are 
snug indoors, Leave rain and 
snow to the cops. 

It's easier for the cops to 
break ‘up a picket line than 
to get at you behind the 
walls of a factory. 

If the cops start to heave 
you _out, you can smash. the 
machinery.

The primitive Deginnings of the 
method in this country seem often 
to have arisen from concrete cir- 
cumstances in particular indus- 
tries. There is a theory, for ex- 
ample, that the re-invention of 
the occupational strike by the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World 
sprang from their activities in the 
Northwestern timber regions. 
When a lumber-jack went on 
strike, deep in the wilderness, he 
had no place to go but his camp. 
It was not until afterward that 
the peculiar advantages of such a 
strike-on-the-job dawned upon 
those who had already practiced 
it. 


Forerunner of C I O. 


' The principal organizations in 
which the notion first sprouted 
were of a militantly radical char- 
acter. The Knights of Labor, the 
Western Federation of Miners and 
the Industrial Workers of the 
World ali opposed the craft form 
of association, advocated the ver- 
tical union and battled against the 
American Federation of Labor.

Industrial Organization, captained 
by John L. Lewis.

They ruled that hig philosophy of govern- 
ment as expressed in the National Industria] Recov- 
ery Act—which he described as probably “the most 
important and far-reaching legislation ever enacted 
by an American Congress”—ran counter to the 
philosophy written into the Constitution and con- 
firmed by a long line of decisions. They said that 
Mr. Roosevelt’s new théory must fall before the clear 
meaning of the Constitution; that only by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution could this theory be put.

It is therefore the entire membership, whether the 
administration admits it or not, that is being at- 
tacked in the court-packing scheme, 

Moreover, it is not only the entire present mem- 
bership of the court which is being attacked but, 
young Mr. James Roosevelt to the contrary notwith- 
standing, it is the court as an institution which is 
being attacked. 

The court was created to be an independent in- 
stitution. Any plan which tends to break down its 
independence is clearly an attack on the court as 
an institution. No amount of camouflage can hide 
the fact that the Roosevelt court-packing proposal 
is that kind of plan. 


“FIGHT CANCER WITH KNOWLEDGE.” 

Ignorance is the major force that has hampered 
the fight to reduce the growing incidence and mor- 
tality of cancer. The belief of millions that cancer 
is incurable, the trust of others in quack remedies, 
the feeling that it is a disgraceful disease, the post- 
ponement of examinations as probably futile—all 
these are factors that increase the annual toll. A 
national campaign to combat such misconceptions is 
now under way, and Missouri’s part in it begins to- 
morrow, with a ‘week of organized effort in whose 
behalf Gov. Stark has issued a proclamation. The 
purpese of the entire movement is expressed in the 
campaign watchword: “Harly cancer is curable; fight 
it with knowledge.” 

Medical men are the leaders in the war on this 
disease, and serving in their ranks is the Women’s 
Field Army, whose duty it is to broadcast the mes- 
sage of hope. There were 1405 deaths from this 
disease in St. Louls last year. In conservative med- 
ical opinion, approximately half of these could have 
been prevented by early treatment. If the facts are 
spread, if examination and diagnosis. ultimately take 
the place of waiting and dread, the death rate can 
be reduced. It is a fine humanitarian cause that, 
with public support, can result in saving innumer- 
able lives annually.

AGREEMENT ON RAIL LABOR PENSIONS. 
Efforts to obtain retirement pensions for railway 
employes have extended over a long period, marked 
by difficulties both in the negotiations and by. legal 
obstacles. One rail pension act was declared un- 
constitutional by the United States Supreme Court 
in 1935, another by the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court last year. Barly this year, President 
Roosevelt urged railroad executives and rail labor 
leaders to confer in an effort to find a solution, and 
now the conference has borne fruit. 

By voluntary agreement, a new plan has beengde- 
vised in which both sides make concessions. Since 
both workers and employers approve the plan, a 
challenge in the courts is unlikely. The pension fund 
will be raised by a payroll tax, beginnifg at 5 per 
cent and increasing gradually to 7 per cent, shared 
equally by the companies and the men... This 
takes the place of the taxes. of 4 per cent.on the 
carriers and 2 per cent on the workers embodied in 
the original act, and the tax of 3% per cent on each 
in its successor. , 

The outcome is a fine demonstration of collective 
bargaining. Employers and employes have settled 
their question at the council table, without indus- 
trial disturbance, and have achieved an agreement 
designed to avert upset in the courts. Such are 
the results that can be achieved by labor organiza-. 
tion and its acceptance by employers as a bargain- 
ing agency. |

ing from still other administration 
policies. 

The administrations of Madison, 
Monroe and John Quincy Adams, 
covering 20 years, passed without 
serious disagreement between the 
presidency and the Supreme Court, 
but with what historians have 
termed the “rise of the common 
man” under Jackson, the stage 
seemed to be set for a conflict be- 
tween the legislative and judicial 
branches, Marshall was still on the 
court, holding to his strict construc- 
tionist views of the Constitution, 
the Government and its problems. 
Yet the whole spirit of Jacksonism 
called for government in accord- 
ance with social and economic 
change. 

Jackson’s Appointees Justices 

of Outstanding Capacity. 

With Jackson’s re-election in 
1832, Marshall and others -who 
shared his views on the Constitu- 
tion, looked to the prospect of ap- 
pointments by the aggressive prac- 
tical Tennesseean with great un- 
easiness. Marshall wrote that he 
believed “that our Constitution can- 
not last.” Appointments did come 
to Jackson, but generally they were 
not the sort his opponents expected. 
Of the first three of Jackson’s six 
Justices (John McLean, Henry 
Baldwin, James M. Wayne, Roger 
Brooke Taney, Philip P. Barbour 
and John Catron) Charles Warren, 
the chief historian of the Supreme 
Court, has written: 

“In each case he surprised his 
political opponents who charged 
him with reckless, political motives, 
by appointing lawyers of high ca- 
pacity; and the reputation of the 
court, so far from suffering, had 
been established on a firm basis.” 

On the death of Marshall, Jack- 
son elevated his former Attorney- 


General and Secretary of the Treas-. 


ury, Roger Brooke Taney, who had 
administered Jackson’s system of 
government depositories and was 
the closest of the President’s ad- 
visers. The appointment of Taney 
was much opposed, Webster writ- 
ing: “Judge Story thinks the 5Su- 
preme Court is gone and I think so 
too.” While there remained now 
only half of Jackson’s second ad- 
ministration, the court proceeded to 
modify certain of the Federalist in- 
terpretations handed down by the 
Marshall bench. 


In 1837, near the close of the 
Jackson era, the court was again 
enlarged as new States were admit- 
ted to the Union to increase the 
number of seats from seven to nine. 


Taney, Dred Scott Case and Oriti- 
cism by Lincoln. 


Although he participated in many 
important decisions in the interven- 
ing two decades it is for his opinion 


for the majority in the historic 
Dred Scott case, delivered just 80 
years ago this month, that Taney 
is chiefly remembered. The effect 
of his ruling was that Congress did. 
not have the right to exclude slav- 
ery from the territories, as provided 
in the Missouri compromise of 1820. 
Lincoln took exception to this view 
as a candidate, first for the Senate 
from Illinois in 1858, and then for 
the presidency two years later. In 
his first inaugural address in 1861, 
he said: 

“I do not forget the position as- 
sumed by some that constitutional 
questions are to be decided by the 
Supreme Court, nor do I deny that 
such decisions must be binding in 
any case upon the parties to a suit 
as to the object of that suit, while 
they are also entitled to very high 
respect and consideration in-all 
parallel cases by all other depart- 
ments of the Government... And 
while it is obviously possible that 
such decision may be erroneous in 
any given case, still the evil effect 
following it, being limited to that 
particular case, with the chance 
that it may be overruled and never 
become a precedent for other cases, 
can better be borne than could the 
evils of a different practice. , 

“At the same time, the candid 
citizen must confess that if the pol- 
icy of the Government upon vital 
questions affecting the whole peo- 
ple is to be irrevocably fixed by 
decisions of the Supreme Court, 
the instant they are made in ordin- 
ary litigdtion between parties in 
personal actions, the people will 
have ceased to be their own rulers, 
having to that extent practically 
resigned their government into the 
hands of that eminent tribunal. 
Nor is there in this view any as- 
sault upon the court or the judges. 
It is a duty from which,they may 
not shrink to decide cases proper- 
ly brought before them and it is 
no fault of theirs if others seek to 
turn their decisions to political pur- 
poses.” 


Lincoln Appointed Five Justices, 
Only One by Enlarging the Court 


During the four years of his first 
administration, Lincoln was called 
upon to appoint five Supreme Court 
members. Only one of these ap- 
pointments grew out of enlarge- 
ment of the court. The fourth ap- 
pointment resulted from the crea- 
tion, in 1863, of a new judicial cir- 
cuit for the lately admitted states 
of California and Oregon. For this 
tenth seat on the court, Lincoln 
chose Stephen J. Field of Calli- 
fornia, an abolitionist Democrat, 
who had distinguished himself as 
Chief Justice of California, and was 
thoroughly familiar with the ju 
dicial work of the new circuit. 

When Lincoln took office there 
was a vacancy on the Court, caused 
by the death of Justice Peter Vv. 
Daniel of Virginia in 1860, during 
the latter part of Buchanan’s ad 
ministration. To this post Lincoln 


“There are three reasons in favor 
of his appointment, and one very 
strong reason against it. First, he 
occupies the largest place in the 
public mind in connection with the 
office; then we wish for a Chief 
Justice who will sustain what has 
been done in regard to emancipa- 
tion and the legal tenders. We can- 
not ask a man what he will do; and 
if we should, and he should answer 
us, we should despise him ‘for it. 
Therefore, we must take a man 
whose opinions are known. But 
there is one very strong reason 
against his appointment. He is a, 
candidate for the presidency and 
if he does not give up that idea, it 
will be very bad for him and very 
bad for me.” 

Reasons for Last Changes in Size 
of Supreme Court. 

Lincoln:did not live to see it, but 
Chase was to disappoint expecta- 
tions in regard to upholding the 
consitutionality of the Legal Tender 
Ac. To keep the record chronolog- 
ical, however, we should note, be- 
fore we come to the _ celebrated 
cases involving that controverted 
act, the last changes in the size of 
the Supreme Court.

and the way opened for a majority 
decision should four Justices line 
up on one side and four on the 
other. Before Grant appointed a 
ninth Judge, however, Justice 
Robert C. Grier, who had become 
enfeebled after 23 years of service, 
resigned. This reduced the member- 
ship temporarily to seven and it 
was while the court was of this 
size that it decided by a vote of 
4to-3 that the wartime United 
States notes could not be considered 
legal tender in payment of a debt 
contracted before the act providing 
for the notes. 

Chief Justice Chase, whom Lin- 
coln had appointed with a view to 
sustaining “what has been done in 
regard to emancipation and the le- 
gal tenders,” wrote the majority 
opinion. Three other Lincoln ap- 
pointees—Justices Miller, Swayne 
and Davis—upheld this application 
of the act. The fifth appointee of 
Lincoln, Justice Field, sided with 
Chase. 

On the day the decision was 
handed down, Grant nominated 
two Justices to fill the vacant seats 
—that is, the new séat created by 
the Act of 1869 and the seat vacat- 
ed by Justice Grier’s resignation, 
which took effect only a week be- 
fore the decision on Feb. 7, 1870. 
The new Justices were William 
Strong of Pennsylvania, for 15 
years a member of the Supreme 
Court of that State, and Joseph P. 
Bradley of New Jersey. Almost as 
soon as they toox their seats, 
Grant’s Attorney-General, Ebenezer 
Hoar, who had been rejected by the 
Senate when earlier proposed by 
Grant for the new seat, moved for 
arguments in pending cases also 
involving the Legal Tender Act. 

The two new Justices, Strong and 
Bradley, joined with the dissenting 
three in the first case, Miller, 
Swayne and Davis, to agree to hear 
the cases, and thus reopen the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of the 
Legal Tender Act. The majority of 
four in the first case, Chief Justice 
Chase and Justices Nelson, Clifford 
and Field, now became a minority. 
It was an outspoken minority, how- 
ever; when the five agreed to hear 
the new cases, the four dissented 
vigorously. Nevertheless, 14 months 
after the adverse 4-to-3 decision in 
the first case, the court of nine 
turned about and by a division of 5 
to. 4 upheld the application of the 
law. 

Evidence of Grant's Motives. 

Historians have long debated 
whether Grant packed the 
to overturn the first decision. The 
latest evidence turned up is the re- 
port of what Grant told his Secre- 
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in 1927. There was no doubt, he 
said, that from the standpoint of 
the effect on public opinion, “the 
reopening of the case was a serious 
mistake and that the overruling in 


such a short time, and by one vote, 


of the previous decision, shook pop- 
ular respect for the court.” 

He went on to say, though, that 
there was no ground for attacking 
the honesty of the Judges. Both of 
them, he continued, “were able and 
honest men, Justice Bradley being 
one of the strongest men who have 
sat on the bench. President Grant 
stated that he knew nothing of the 
decision of the court at the time of 
the appointments, and it has well 
been said that in view of the fact 
that every promipeant Republican 
lawyer apparentl» considered the 
Legal Tender Act to be constitu- 
tional and practically every State 
Court had so held, it would have 
been difficult for the President to 
find any qualified men of his own 
party who had any other opinion. 

“The court alone was responsible 
for the unfortunate effect of its 
change .of front and for its action 
in reopening the case which might 
well have been considered closed. 
The argument for reopening was 
strongly presented in view of the 
great importance of the question, 
but the effect of such a sudden re- 
versal of judgment might easily 
have been foreseen. Stability in ju- 
dicial opinions is af no little im- 
portance in maintaining respect for 
the court’s work.” 


Income Tax Case of 1895. 


The third “self-inflicted wound,” 
to use Mr. Hughes’ phrase — the 
Dred Scott and Legal Tender cases 
were the first and second—did not 
result in charges that the personnel 
of the court was being changed for 
specific ends, but it set the stage 
for such a situation. This was the 
income ta case of 1895, which pro- 
voked the Democratic platform on 
which William Jennings Bryan ran 
in 1896 to very stvere criticism of 
the court. 

This law, by which the second 
Cieveland administration sought to 
bring the rapidly increasing in- 
tangible wealth within the taxing 
power of Congress, was passed in 
1894. Eight months later its con- 
stitutionality was argued before 


the Supreme Court, with Justice 
Howell E. Jackson absent because 
of illness. The court divided 4to- 
4 on the main issue and a reargu- 
ment was ordered on the return of 
the missing Justice. This was held 
and Justice Jackson sided with 
Justices John M. Harlan, Henry B. 
Brown and Edward D, White in 
sustaining the act. 

Since there were still only four 
justices favoring the law, it was 
evident that some Justice had 
changed from his previous stand 
for the act to the opposing side. 
The five members who found the 
law unconstitutional on the second 
occasion were Chief Justice Mel- 
ville W. Fuller and Justices George 
Shiras Jr. Horace Gray, Stephen 
J. Field and David J. Brewer. 

The circumstances of this de- 
cision, which “gave occasion for a 
bitter assault,” to use Mr. Hughes’ 
words, led the Democrats to insert 
in their platform at the Chicago 
convention the next year thé fol- 
lowing plank: 

“But for the adverse decision of 
the Supreme Court on the income 
tax, there would be no deficit in 
the revenue under the law passed 
by a Democratic Congress in strict 
pursuance of the uniform decisions 
of that court for nearly 100 years, 
that court having in that decision 
sustained constitutional objections 
to its enactment which had previ- 
ously been overruled by the ablest 
Judges who have ever sat on that 
bench. We declare that it is the 
duty of Congress to use all the 
constitutional power which  re- 
mains after that decision, or which 
may come from its reversal by the 
court as it may hereafter be con- 
stituted, so that the burdens of 
taxation may be equally and im- 
partially laid, to the end that 
wealth may bear its due propor- 
tion of the expenses of the gov- 
ernment.” 

The reconstitution of the court 
which Bryan and his followers 
hoped for did not come. McKinley 
defeated the “Boy orator from the 
Platte,” 

Eighteen years after the adverse 
decision the sixteenth amendment, 
giving Congress the power to tax 
incomes, was placed in the Consti- 
tution during the ‘Taft administra- 


tion. 


What Theodore Roosevelt Tried to Do; 
How He Met With Disappointment 


Perhaps the frankest instance of 
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ifications of Holmes, Roosevelt 
wrote to Lodge as follows:

Historical Differences. 


This historical review clearly dis- 
tinguishes the relationship of such 
Presidents as Jefferson, Jackson, 

Grant and Theodore Roose- 
velt to the Supreme Court from 
that which the present occupant of 
the White House proposes for him- 
self. Mr. Roosevelt’s predecessors 
filled Supreme Court seats which 
were rendered vacant either by the 
death or resignation of sitting 
members or which were created as 
the nation expanded westward and 
new circuits to handle the increase 
in judicial] business were required. 

Proponents of the President’s 
plan .also imply that Mr. Roosevelt 
has not had his share of Supreme 
Court appointments,. as if each 
President were entitled to the selec- 
tion of a given number .of Justices. 
They point out that while Mr. 
Roosevelt has had no occasion to 
make an appointment in more than 
four years, President Taft placed 
five men on the Supreme bench in 
four years and President Harding 
appointed four Justices in less than 
two years and a half. 

Here again the distinction is be- 
tween the filling of vacancies which 
have occurred in the normal course 
of time and a proposal to effect a 
wholesale change involving six 
posts. Taft did fill five seats, but 
four of his appointees, Justices 
Horace H. Lurton, Charles Evans 
Hughes, Mahlon Pitney and Jos- 
eph Rucker Lamar, the last named 
succeeding White who was elevated 
to the Chief Justiceship on the 
death of Fuller, were named to 
seats vacated by the death of sit- 
ting members. Taft's fifth ap- 
pointee, Justice Willis Van Devan- 
ter, the dean of the present court 
with 26 years of service, was named 
to succeed Justice William H. 
Moody who resigned, | 

Likewise, it ig true that Harding 
filled four seats, but they also came 
to him in the natural course of 
events. Chief Justice White died 
and Taft was appointed to head 
the court. Justice.John H. Clarke, 
the only living former Supreme 
Court member, who will make a 
radio talk on the court plan tomor- 
row night, and Justices William R. 
Day and Mahlon Pitney all re 
signed in 1922. To the seats thus 
vacated Harding named two. sit- 
ting Justices, George Sutherland 
and Pierce Butler, and one mem- 
ber who has since died, Edward 
Terry Sanford. 

Thus we see that Mr. Roosevelt's 
predecessors. in the White House 
have had various relations with the 
Supreme Court. Some of them have 
appointed as many as five or six 
Judges arid some only one or two. 
Some have differed with the court 
decisions and some have sought in 
rare instances to obtain a Justice 
whose genera] outlook was similar 
to that of the appointing President. 

But never before has any Pres- 
ident proposed a plan which would 
give him a chance to appoint at 
one swoop six of nine members if 
the six more than 70 retired or to 
name six additional Judges, thus in- 
creasing the membership to 15, if 
the six eligible for retirement re- 
mained in their posts. The vlan 
before the country is without prece- 
dent.

PHILADELPHIA, March 2. — 
A commission to start a search for 
the “pliocence” man, the first hu- 
man ancestor, who, if he existed, 
lived between one and eight million 
years ago, was announced today by 
Dr. John C. Merriam, president of 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 


The hunt is hoped to settle the 
whether man origi- 
nated from or with the apes, or as 
@ separate, special creation. 

The case for a spiritual force in 
his creation was put forward today 
and yesterday in the international 
symposium on early man at the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences by some of the very scien- 
tists who make the materialistic in- 
vestigations on which the evolution 
theory is based. | 

The hunting commission goes to 
34-year-old G. H. R. von Koenigs- 
wald of Bandoeng, Java. He brought 
here this week two new types of 
fossil humang which he recently 
found in Java. One of them lived 
perhaps 600,000 years ago. Von 
Koenigswald intends to start his 
pliocene hunt in Java. 

Era of Geological Time. 

Pliocene is an era of geological 
time, which lasted 7,000,000 years 
and ended about 1,000,000 years ago. 
It was followed by the pleistocene, 
a 1,000,000-year period. In this 
pleistocenes’ rocks were found all 
the human fossils and stone and 
other tools announced of discussed 
at this week’s conference. 

Several of the finds indicated that 
the real ancestor was in the plio- 
cene rocks and possibly in Southern 
Asia, All the animals of the Ark 
have been traced by their bones all 
the way back through these 7,000,000 
years of pliocene time. Man alone 
is missing in that period. 

Man's spiritual origin was dis- 
cussed today by Prof. Robert 
Bloom of Pretoria, South Africa. He 
described discovery of what he 
called a true human “relative,” 
found in South Africa last year. It 
was a small ape with near-human 
teeth. He said it possibly was a de- 
generated descendant of the same 
stock which gave rise to man. 

“I believe,” he said, “that all evo- 
lution came t under the guid- 
ance of noninsial forces, so as 
to result in man, and that man is 
the end of evolution.” 

Asked by interviewers for a defi- 
nition of “non-material forces,” 
Prof. Bloom said: “I mean spiritual 
forces. I mean some intelligence 
outside. I think there probably were 
many of these spiritual forces, rath- 
er than just one. Their combined 
result was the appearance and de- 
velopment of man.” 

Force Outside the Ape. 

Yesterday Father Teilhard de 
Charden, French Jesuit and geolo- 
gist, attributed the birth of human 
intelligence to some force outside 
the ape world from which he said 
the evidence indicates man’s body 
descended. 

The week’s symposium indicated 
that the next dramatic chapter in 
early human history is likely to 
come from the Western United 
States, Southwestern delegates said 
privately they thought they had ™ 
found evidences of man back 40,000 
years. | | 

Another impressive fact was the 
complete spread of the human race 
all over the face of the earth long 
before Egypt was a nation, as dis- 
cussed in the symposium. 

Even in the Arctic, 5000 to 7000 
years ago, men had scattered about 
as widely as today. They were like- 
wise everywhere in Asiu, India, Bu- 
rope, Africa and North America. 

South America and Australia were 
not represented at the conference. 

The conference set definitely a 
period of 100,000 years in which 
man’s history in some favored parts 
of the world could be confidently 
told. It pushed the evidence of the 
first modern man back about 50,- 
000 years, further than previously 
recorded in fossils, and indicated 
Palestine as the origin of this man,

HE most revealing, authentic 

and historically important study 

of the Nazi Third Reich still is 
that written by Adolf Hftler himself 
in 1924-26, when the Third Reich 
was only an image in his resource- 
ful brain. The objectives he set 
forth in “Mein Kampf” (My Bat- 
tle) have been realized in uncanny 
fashion, and he has never repudi- 
ated his expressions therein.

MIL, LUDWIG has sought, as 
fF he says, “to paint in colors what 
the expert presents in figures 
and tables” and he disclaims any 
attempt to present a complete 
geography or history of the Nile. 

The work consists of five books 
in one volume. The first, entitled 
“Freedom and Adventure,” covers 
the territory from the source of the 
White Nile to its junction with the 
Blue Nile at Khartoum. The sec- 
ond, “The Wilder Brother,” takes 
us to the source of the Blue Nile at 
Lake Tana in Abyssinia and con- 
ducts us back to Khartoum. The 
third book, “The Struggle With 
Man,” follows the course of the 
united rivers through the desert to 
Aswan. The fourth, “The River 
Vanquished,” conducts us through 
Egypt to the delta. The fifth, “The 
Golden Mouth,” is concerned with 
modern Egypt. 

Mr. Ludwig’s descriptions of ani- 
mal] and bird life and vegetation in 
the tropical regions of the Upper 
Nile reach a high level of literary 
excellence. His account of the na- 
tive races, the Pygmies, the Bantus, 
the Shilluk and many other tribes, 
reveals sympathetic insight and 
understanding. 

The section on Abyssinia, written 
before the outbreak of the recent 
war, contains valuable information 
regarding the manners and customs 
of the various peoples inhabiting 
that land as well as the author’s 
impressions of their national char- 
acteristics. 


The international intrigues for 
control of the Sudan are graphical- 
ly dealt with, recalling the almost 
forgotten names of the Mahdi, Gen. 
Kitchener and Col. 
Marchand, and telling again the 
memorable tales of Omdurman and 
Fashoda. 

The author’s personal philosophy 
of life and morals seems to permeate 
and color his discussion of native 
polygamy, Christianity, Mohamme- 
danism and native heathenism, of 
the work of explorers and mission- 
aries, of the merits of modern civ- 
flization and its effect on native 
races, and countless other topics. 
His statements are sometimes chal- 
lenging and frequently the reader 
will be in doubt whether to at- 
tribute them to the author’s philos- 
ophy or to his refreshing sense of 
humor, which is felt throughout the 
work. 

“The Nile” is a veritable store- 
house of information on all matters 
concerning one of the world’s most 
fascinating regions.

President Johnson Looks 


for Success of Campaign 
Ending Wednesday to 
Raise $144,500 Fund. 


The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra ended its 1936-37 home season 
jast night at Municipal Auditorium, 
after having attracted ‘the largest 
audiences of its 57-year history. 

The first half of the final con- 
cert was devoted to Beethoven, the 
second to a Vivaldi concerto for 
four violins and Ravel’s Suite No. 2 
from the ballet, “Daphnis and 
Chloe.” 

In 51 concerts presented at the 
Municipal Auditorium, the orches- 
tra was heard by 135,500 persons, an 
increase of 6000 over last year. 
After the third tour of the season 
is completed April 11, it is expected | 
that 205,000 persons will have at | 
tended concerts. Last year the 
total attendance was 179,000, or 14 
per cent less than this year. 

Thirty-two concerts outside of 
St. Louis were scheduled for this 
season. A total of 42,000 persons 
attended performances during the 
first two tours in January and Feb- 
ruary in the Middle West. The final 
tour, which begins March 29, will 
be through the South, starting in 
Memphis. 

President Johnson’s Comment. 

Commenting on the conclusion 
of the orchestra’s most successful 
season, Oscar Johnson, president 
of the Symphony Society, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“The artistic merit of the orches- 
tra, which is showing steady im- 
provement, has never been so high. 
‘Everywhere the orchestra goes, it 
receives enthusiastic receptions. In 
gome cities five encores are played 
and seldom less than four.” 

Johnson paid tribute to Vladimir 
Golschmann, who récently was re- 
engaged as conductor of the orches- 
tra for next season, his seventh con- 
secutive year. Under his leader- 
ship the Symphony Orchestra has 
grown to 90 members, its largest 
size. Golschmann, he said, was 
chiefly responsible for the improv- 
ing artistic merit of the orchestra, 
which is widely recognized. 

“I am tremendously pleased with 
the increasing popularity of the 
symphony,” Johnson continued. 
“That greater popularity is a good 
omen. But we have just scratched 
the surface as far as attendance 
is concerned. Even larger numbers 
can be attracted.” 

3 Best Liked Music. 

Popularity of great music is much 
more than the average person 
would guess, Johnson said. .The old 
classics, particularly the works of 
Beethoven, Brahms and Mozart, 
are seemingly liked best by audi- 
ences. 

Johnson expressed his conviction 
that the maintenance fund cam- 
paign for next season, now in prog- 
ress, would succeed. Without a 
successful campaign, it would be 
impossible to present the 16 spring 
concerts in the informal atmos- 
phere of the Municipal Auditorium 
convention hall, he said. For those 
concerts, if they are given, some 
seats will sell for as little as 25 
cents and some patrons may. sit at 
tables smoking, eating sandwiches 
or drinking beverages. 

Solicitation of funds in the cam- 
paign will continue until next 
Wednesday. Total donations are 
now $72,463. The goal is $144,500. 
The campaign was originally sched- 
uled to end last Friday, but it was 
decided to continue solicitation in 
view of.the failure:to reach the 
quota and because workers report- 
ed that many prospective donors 

were out of the city.

But they were no more actuated 
by a conviction’ of the legal sanc- 
tity of private property than were 
the French strikers or the sit-down- 
ers of the American automobile in- 
dustry. fi 

Sabotage in 1886. 

That sabotage was a weapon held 
in reserve, tobe used as a last re- 
sort in case the strike met with 
forcible resistance, was proved in 
1886. When traffic was resumed 
under police guard, the strikers 
terrorized engineers and firemen, 
attempted to derail engines with 
misplaced switches, set fire to tres- 
tles and bridges and shot up trains. 

Other parallels of past and pres- 
ent are that the strikers of 1886, 
like those ‘of 1937, ignored or de- 
fied injunctions of the courts, and 
remained unmoved by the arrest of 
individual members as trespassers 
on the property of others; that fhe 
purpose of the uprising was not a 


quest of power; and that the move- 
ment, as conservative union leaders 
dread today in America and as hap- 
pened in: France, promptly got out 
of contro) of its central authority, 
the general board of the Knights 
of Labor.

The prestige gained by the 
Knights of Labor was reflected in 
a large growth of membership.

One of the 
system’s countermoves, in the opin- 
ion of the union, was that of pjac- 
ing another of its leased roads, the 
Texas & Pacific, with a line from 
New. Orleans to Hl Paso, in the 
hands of a Federal receiver. <A 
struggle for power ‘Wetween the 
company and the Knights of Labor 
grew inevitable, and was anticipat- 
ed on both sides with confidence. 

At.3 p. m. on March 6, 1836, a 
second strike was declared without 
warning and without the presenta- 
tion of “any formal complaint. 
Squads of Knights stationed them- 
selves in yards and buildings, no- 
tifying the company that these 
premises were under their guard. 
None but striking Knights were 
permitted to enter the yards at St. 
Louis. If an effort was made to 
move a train, a watchman in the 
shops blew a steam whistle, where- 
upon hundreds of strikers swarmed 
to the scere, extinguished the fire 
in the locomotive furnace with a 
hose, and let the water out of the 
tender. This process was known as 
“bleeding an engine to death.” If 
a train. managed to escape, the 
strikers boarded the first locomo- 
tive at hand, set out in pursuit, re- 
captured it, forced it-upon a side- 
track and “killed” the engine. 


In the Days of Martin Irons. 

Thanks to their command of the 
St. Louis shops and yards, and to a 
sympathetic strike of workers em- 
ployed by the St. Louis Bridge Co., 
fewer than 4000 Knights of Labor, 
under the leadership of a pictur- 
esque personage named Martin 
Irons, succeeded not only in vir- 
tually isolating St. Louis from the 
East, but in setting up a blockade 
of a large section of the Southwest.

Plan Is to Put Museum in 
Charge of Smithsonian 
Institution — Roosevelt 
Has Given Approval.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Vis- 
itors to Washington, both American 
and foreign, have wondered sadly 
why the capital has remained so 
poor in art galleries when every 
large European city, and, in fact, 
every large American city, can 
boast of priceless collections built 
up through the years. 

The only possible answers to these 
complaints of travelers were that 
the Federal Government, unlike 
other national governments, had 
refused to appropriate the neces- 
sary funds for a gallery that would 
compare favorably with those of 
Paris, London, Berlin, Vienna, 
Rome and Moscow and Leningrad, 
and that American citizens pre- 
ferred to turn over their private 
collections to the localities in which 
they lived or where the collections 
would get the best display. 

The void in the Washington scene 
is about to be filled by the mag- 
nificent gift of Andrew W. Mellon, 
former Secretary of the Treasury, 
of a new National Gallery of Art, 
and, if present plans mature, by a 
Federal appropriation of $4,800,000 
to build a second gallery in the Mall 
for contemporary art, which would 
supplement the National Gallery 
as the Luxembourg gallery supple- 
ments the Louvre museum in Paris 
and as the Tate gallery performs 
the same function for the National 
Gallery at London. 


Smithsonian Gallery of. Art. 


This new and smgller gallery, ac- 
cording to the provisions of a joint 
resolution introduced in the Senate 
hy Senator David I. Walsh of Mas- 
sachusetts.and in the -House. by 
Representative Kent E. Keller of 
Illinois, is to be under the direction 
of the Smithsonian Institution and 
will bear the official title of the 
Smithsonian Gallery of Art. 

The location of the proposed 
building is one of the best in down- 
town Washington, between Twelfth 
and Fourteenth streets on the Mall 
between Constitution avenue and 
North Mall Drive. This site, within 
easy walking distance of the prin- 
cipal hotels, is directly opposite the 
new Labor Department building.

Bruce points out that once a truly 


national gallery for contemporary 
art is established, there will be no 
dearth of meritorious works avail- 
able to the directors of the collec- 
tion. 

Maintenance Cost Little. 

“The maintenance of the collec- 
tion,” he says, “will cost the Gov- 
ernment little. In the first place, 
i am certain we shall receive ade- 
quate endowments, and in the sec- 
ond, the cost of painting and sculp- 
tures to the gallery will be nominal. 
As in France, with the Luxem- 
bourg, and in England, with the 
Tate, artists and sculptors, merely 
to be represented in a national and 
somewhat official collection, will 
sell their works to the gallery fox 
far less than they would demand of 
a private collector. The best of 
these works, after they have proved 
their merit in the Smithsonian, will 
be graduated to the new national 
gallery, ° 

“As set forth in the preamble of 
the Walsh-Keller bill, there is in 
Washington no suitable building for 
the proper display for national] col- 
lections of fine arts, comprising 
painting, sculptures, bronzes, glass, 
porcelain, tapestry, furniture, -jew- 
elry and other fine works. Senator 
Walsh last year introduced a Dill

The Walsh-Keller resolution cre- 
ates the Smithsonian Gallery of Art 
Commission to make all prelimi- 
nary investigations and to secure 
appropriate designs, by competition 
or otherwise, for the actual gallery 
and its landscaping. The officials 
named in the bill for membership 
on the commission are Dr. Abbot of 
the Smithsonian, Director Peoples 
of the procurement division, Chair- 
man Delano of the Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, Chairman Charles 
Moore of the National Fine Arts 
Commission, and Chairman Charles 
L. Borie Jr. of the National Gallery 
of Art Commission.

Proposal to Post Officials 
at Landing Fields to Say 
When Flights May Be 
Made Rejected. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—Gov- 
ernment control of airways dis- 
patching has been rejected by the 
House Appropriations Committee in 
the appropriations bill for the De- 
partment of Commerce which was 
reported to the House yesterday. 
Members of the committee, dur- 
ing hearings that preceded the re- 
port, questioned officials of the Bu- 


reau of Air Commerce as to the 
feasibility, in the interest of public 
safety, of stationing a representa- 
tive of the Commerce Department 
at every big terminal, with final 
authority to determine whether, on 
account .of bad weather, flights 
should be made or not. This was 
unanimously opposed by such wit- 
nesses as were interrogated. 

The function is intrusted at pres- 
ent to employes of the aviation 
companies. It has been urged that 
under the pressure of the profit 
system swivel-chair pilots have 
been tempted to authorize flights, 
or order pilots in the air to pro- 
ceed to their regular distinations, 
in weather conditions dangerous to 
passengers. The further sugges- 
tion has been made flyers, with 
promotion in view, may sometimes 
subordinate public security to the 
enhancement of their personal rec- 
ords for courage and skill. 

Air Bureau Objections. 


Air Bureau officials objected first 
that the task at each terminal 
would be humanly beyond the pow- 
ers of any one man, and that to do 
the work efficiently would require 
au additional staff of from 350 to 
500 dispatchers at prohibitive cost. 

In the second place, they said, the 
bureau, by enforcing ceiling limita- 
tions under which planes must land 
or refrain from taking off, already 
possesses means of regulating air 
traffic. 

Thirdly, it was insisted that if an 
air bureau official authorized a 
flight during which, for any reason, 

an accident occurred, the company 
would be only too happy to shift 
tl responsibility and blame from 
its own shoulders to those of the 
Government. 

Within the last six months, de- 
clared Assistant Director J. Carroll 
Conc, “we have inflicted penalties 
amounting to $125,000 upon air lines 
for violation of regulations. We 
have grounded three different air 
lines, stopping them from carrying 
passengers for periods of from 10 
days to six weeks, because of their 
maintenance and operation meth- 
ods. They are held on the ground 
until such time as they can meet 
our requirements.” 


Present Methods of Control. 

R. W. Schroeder, chief of the air- 
line inspection service, stated that 
two months ago the air bureau, 
by protésting to the president of 
an air line, obtained the discharge 
of an operations mian who had 
been saying to dispatchers and pi- 
lots: “If you are going to get this 
job done, do not pay too much 
attention to the weather reports, 
because they are wrong most of the 
time.” 

A belief, current in some sections 
that pilots are occasionally forced 
to take off against their judgment 
was denied by Cone. There are two 
checks against flight under perilous 
weather conditions, he explained. 
If a pliot decides that the weather 
is too bad for his plane to go out, 


it does not fly; but if he is rash/ 


and daring and wishes to start 
against the judgment of the com- 
pany’s dispatcher, the latter can 
forbid the flight. 

“The dispatcher,” said Cone, “can- 
not make the pilot go against the 
latter’s will. But ‘f the pilot says 
he thinks he can go, and the air- 
line dispatcher thinks he should 
not,, then the dispatcher’s word is 
final.” 

Analysis of 27 Accidents. 

According to a chart of 27 air- 
plane accidents, since August, 1934, | 
which was submitted by Eugene I, 
Vidal, director of air commerce, , 
only six were primarily attributable 
to bad weather. In contrast, 16 
were ascribed to pilot error and 
nine to blunders of the supervisory 
personnel. One was imputed to 
motor failure, three to faults in 


fuel system, one to navigational in- }, 
struments and none either to air |= 


plane structure or radio-range re- | 
ception. 

The Air Bureau asked for a total 
appropriation of $9,460,000, which 
the committee reduced to $8,900,000.

VER. since “Yankee Doodle” 

became famous many a dish, re- 

versing the process, has stuck a 
feather in its cap by adding maca- 
roni. The bland flavor and definite 
texture of macaroni is unique 
among foodstuffs. It is so construct- 
ed that it can take the place. of 
white bread or rice in planning the 
diet, and gives great variety to 


rmeals if used in various ways once 


or twice a week. 

Scarcely ever done, macaroni, is 
perfectly delicious served as it ap- 
pears in the photograph. Plain 
boiled, with a meat and 
sauce, dry grated parmesan cheese, 
in this attractiv: casserole, hot as 
hot can be! When served this way, 
the macaroni should be boiled until 
quite tender, and the little elbow 
shapes are most attractive for plain 
service. 

Shake two cups elbow macaroni 
into six cups of rapidly boiling salt- 
ed water (use one teaspoon salt to 
this amount of water) and cook 
rapidly about 12 minutes or until 
tender. Drain. Serve very hot. It 
is good, too, with anchoyy or mush- 
room sauce. 


MUSHROOM SAUCE 

One small can mushrooms 

Four tablespoons fat 

Three tablespoons flour 

One cup milk 

One cup light cream 

Pepper and salt 

Chopped parsley 

Saute the mushrooms in- butter 
for a few moments.

my domestic changes; it is written 
with the idea of giving you some 
helpful hints on the subject of sil- 
yer upkeep; whether you take care 
of it yourself or have others do the 
work for you. And it is written, 
above all, to urge you to use your 
silver, for, no matter what your 
andmother may have told you, 
silver takes on added beauty the 
more frequently it is used. 
—-0-0-— 

EVERY-DAY CARE of silver is 
scarcely more trouble than that you 
give to linens, china or even-your 
own face. It should be washed in 
hot, soapy water and rinsed in very 
hot, clear water and then dried with 
a soft cloth or chamois, Drying 
each piece separately may take a 
few more seconds, but it will avoid 
scratching of the surface. 

—=0-0-—— 

And now for the dirty work 
—the weekly or monthly pol- 
ishing. The idea that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to polish 
your silver every week is er- 
roneous, if you wash it care- 
fully. This is particularly true 
of fiat silver, which does not 
have crevices to become tar- 
nished, and which comes in 
daily contact with human 
hands. 

—=-0-0-— 

AS TO THE polishing itself— 
it should be done with a good, rec- 
ognized brand of silver cream or 
liquid. Fiat _ silver should be 
cleaned lengthwise, not crosswise 
or in circles, and so should other 
pieces, as much as possible. If 
there is engraving or a raised de- 
sign or other detail work on the 
silver, a brush may be used to re- 
move the polish from the crevices, 
otherwise it will dry white. But be 
eareful not to clean these decorated 
portions too carefully for frequent- 
ly the greatest beauty of a piece is 
the contrast between the oxidized 
or dark portions and the gleaming 
surfaces of the smooth part. After 
cleaning, the pieces should be 
washed even more carefully than 
usual in hot, soapy water. 

—-0-0-— 

There is 2 quick method of 
cleaning silver: put boiling 
water into an aluminum con- 
tainer, add a teaspoon of salt 
and one of soda to each quart 
of water and boil your silver in 
this solution for about five min- 
utes. However, this method is 
not recommended as a steady 
practice. It will not hurt the 
silver but in time it will dull 
the fine gham that silver 
should have and give it a 
bleached effect. 

—-0-O0-— 

® THERE ARE certain things 
that are harmful to the metal and 
should be avoided. Stains caused 
by such foods as eggs and such 
minerals as salt should be re- 
moved immediately or it will be 
almost impossible to get them off. 
In addition, atmospheric conditions 
such as steam heat, dampness,; salt 
air and dust will have a tendency 
to make your silver dull and grimy 
looking. 

But, worst of all ig to have the 
silver come in contact with rubber, 
as I learned from sad experience. 
I used a rubber mat on my sink to 
protect china and glassware, only 
to. discover that my flat-ware de- 
veloped black lines where it rested 
on the ridges of the rubber mat. 
And these rubber stains are almost 
impossible to remove.

ANY of the functional disorders 

which affect children exist 

largely in the minds of their 
parents. In dealing with adults’ 
diseases, the physician is always 
conscious of the necessity of mak- 
ing the decision as to whether the 
symptoms are organic or functional. 
Most of the functional diseases are 
nervous. Children are not naturally 
nervous until driven so by their 
parents, But in the case of children, 
a third kind of consideration enters 
—which is how much the parents’ 
apprehension has to do with the 
trouble. 

It ig well illustrated in a case re- 
lated to me the other day by an 
harassed pediatrician. One of his 
patients, a little girl of 10, was re- 
ported to be tired all the time. This, 
of course, ig the opposite of natural 
in children, but nothing could be 
found to account for it. The little 
girl was somewhat underweight, but 
all tests to determine the cause of 
the fatigue were negative.

THE MOTHER couldn't under- 
stand it, because she said the child 
didn’t do anything unusual and yet 
she was always tired and disinclined 
to play. 

So the doctor decided to. take his 
little patient out for an automobile 
rid, away from maternal influences. 
And on asking a few questions, 
these were the replies he got: 

“How many times a week do you 
go to the movies?” “Two, sometimes 
three.” 

“Daytime or evening?” “Both.” 

“Ever go both to matinee and an 
evening movie the same day?” “Yes, 
sometimes.” 

“What time do you eat break- 
fast?” “About 7:30.” 

“How long do you take to it?” 
“Five minutes, sometimes 10. De- 
pends on whether anybody eats with 
me.” 

“What do you usually have for 
breakfast?” “Oh, well, if somebody 
gets up and cooks it, oatmeal or 
eggs, but otherwise what’s left over. 
I like canned goods for breakfast.” 

“Do you walk to school?” “No, 
papa usually drives me in his car.” 

“Don’t you think it would do you 
good to walk on a nice morning?” 

But I’m too tired to 
walk much.” 

“What do you play after school?” 
“Well, the days I don’t have a mu- 
sic lesson”—— 

“How often do you have a music 
lesson?” “Two afternoons a week.” 

“I suppose you sleep late Saturday 
mornings?” “No, that’s dancing 
school.” 

“Then Sunday morning?” 
that is Sunday school.” 

“What time do you go to bed?” 
“No regular time.” 

“No regular time, eh?” “No, if 
there’s a poker game, they let me 
stay up and kibitz. Say, let’s stop 
and get an ice cream soda.” 

“Don’t you think it will spoil your 
supper?” “Oh, no; I never eat much 
supper, anyway. I'd rather have the 
ice cream soda.” 

Is that exaggerated? It’s more 
common than you suppose, It’s easy 
to see why the child is fatigued. 
She just has too many assaults on 
her nervous system.”

When a child 
does something very undesirable— 
and he will surely do so—one must 
consider well what it is one wants 
the child to do instead. The way 
he is treated this first time is going 
to make a strong impression. If 
the treatment is not the best one 
consequent behavior is not likely 
to be any improvement. 

The baby in his crib begins to 
cry. He has been bathed and fed 
and laid there for sleep. Now he 
is crying, persistently. Look him 
over again, smooth his clothes, 
his bed; be assured that he is in 
need of nothing that you can offer 
him, and then leave him. Don't 
pick him up and carry him, or 
rock him, or hold. Leave him. 

He will cry for a while, but he 
will stop, if he finds that you 
do not answer. This experience is 
going to set the stage for many 
to come, so be careful that, first, 
he needs nothing, second, that he 
is not going to get any further 
attention from you until the right 
time for it comes around. That 
will prevent many a miserable hour 
for him and you.

@ MAYBE he discovers that he 
can pull hair and strike with his 
fists. Don’t consider that first time 
at all funny. You don’t want him 
to continue to pull your hair and 
punch you, so you gravely take his 
hands off, set them gently down, 
and withdraw, in silence.

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ARTHUR FORISTEL SUES 


FAMILY CORPORATION 


Wants Receiver Appointed and 
Assets Distributed; Brother 
of Late Edward W. 


Arthur Foristel, brother of the 
late Edward W. Foristel, prominent 
lawyer and Republican politician, 
filed suit in Circuit Court yesterday 
asking distribution of assets of the 
Family Investment Co., in which 
members of the Foristel family 
pooled their earnings for many 
years. 


Arthur Foristel asked that a tem- 
porary receiver be appointed to 
take charge of assets of the com- 
pany which were. ‘worth $500,000 
about 10 years ago, but substantial-. 
ly less now. His brothers and sis- 
ters, Francis and Joseph Foristel, 
Miss Margaret Foristel and Mrs. 
William Landwehr, were named de- 
fendants. . 

Other members of the family, Ar- 
thur Foristel alleged, have drawn 
considerably more than he from the 
family corporation. He asked for 
an accounting to determine the in- 
terests of each member of the fam- 
ily. 

Among assets now held by the 
company, his suit set forth, are 
deeds of trust valued at $57,000; 
449 shares of Coca-Cola Bottling Co, 
stock; 500 shares of Falstaff Cor- 
poration common stock and 750 
shares of its preferred; 100 shares 
of Hercules Powder Co.; 30 shares 
of Consolidated Coal Co., and 2000 
shares of what is described as 
“Houser” stock. In addition, the 
company holds an approved claim 
of $178,000 against the insolvent 
/ $25,000 estate of Edward W. For- 
] istel. 

Mrs. Landwehr, speaking in be- 
half of all the defendants, declined 
to comment. 

The Family Investment Co. had 
its beginning about 1895 in the 
modest savings of James Foristel, 
a policeman, and his daughters, 
Miss Margaret and Eva, now Mrs. 
Landwehr. It had grown to have 
assets of about $100,000 in 1919, 
when Edward, who had been pre- 
pared for a law career by the fam- 
ily, was just emerging into prom- 
inence. He, proposed then, and 
other members of the family 
agreed, that assets of the company 
be turned over to him. In return, 
he promised to contribute to “the 
Family,” as they referred to the 
company, 30 per cent of his earn- 
ings. 
Until 1927 he made large con- 
tributions to “the Family,” but from 

en until his death, in 1934, he 

rrowed from the company, these 
loans constituting the claim of 
“the Family” against his estate. 
Although hig estate was insolvent, 
Edward Foristel left an- insurance 
trust of more than $400,000, apart 
from his estate.

What modern science regards as 
perhaps a fortunate error was astrol- 
ogy. For study of the skies with the 
purpose of finding there supernatural 
information as to human affairs, guid- 
ance for individual lives and so forth 
served to accumulate knowledge 
about the ways of heavenly bodies for 
the use of astronomy. It was an 
early belief that the earth was the 
center of the universe with all the 
other heavenly bodies revolving about 
it. Copernicus placed the sun at the 
center, but for a long time his idea 
did not find general acceptance. Ty- 
cho Brahe, who developed the best in- 
struments for astronomical measure- 
ments of his time, had the sun and 
moon revolving about the earth and 
other planets about the sun. All con- 
ceived of these bodies moving in cir- 
cles. In the seventeenth century Jo- 
hann Kepler figured out the elliptical 
orbit and also the central position of 
the sun in the solar system, while Ge- 
lileo, with his new telescope, made 
significant observations of the sys 
tem and worked out fundamenta! pria- 
ciples of: motion. 

For several hundred years there 
was a good deal of controversy as 
to the nature of fossils. An eight- 
eenth century scientist attributed 


their origin to the “influence of the 


stars." About a hundred years ago 
there were found in the Con- 
necticut Valley many large fossil 
footprints, most of which Profes- 
sor Edward Hitchcock of Amherst 
College pronounced the tracks of gi- 
gahtic birds, an opinion in which he 
was supported ®y other geologists. 
Some years later a Massachusetts 
farmer, Roswell Field, expressed the 
View that the tracks were made dy 
four-footed reptiles which usually 
walked on two feet. Later discover- 
fes have shown that the farmer was 


right. 


HE ancient Greeks thought the 

habitable part of the earth was 

a belt running around it, east 
and west, bounded on the north by 
that part of the sphere too cold for hv- 
man life, on the south by that too hot.

When Christopher Columbus planned 
his voyage from the western to the 
eastern extremity of the Old World, 
he thought, from some tracts he had 
read, that the distance to be sailed 
was even shorter than Marinus had 
made it. If he hadn’t struck Amer 
lea—something that could not havé

The 
gardenia had withered; the heliotrope 
remained only with O. Henry; the 
pungent aura of gasoline hung over 
the country side—the current slang 
was “stink wagon’; there were laws 
about how far from a carriage one 
must stop the pesky thing, and oa 
chauffeurs waited for the smell to 
blow away before trying to lead the 
rearing horses past. “Streamlining’’ 
Was a topic of great and learned de- 
bate; there was not only a dash but a 
hood in front, and a rudimentary cowl 
that in a few years would grow into a 
Windshield; but in the long, low, rak- 
ish “torpedo etyle’’ Cadillac, with its 
beetle-back tool box and removable 
rumble seat (wasn’t this the vintage 
of 19067), the one-cylinder motor was 
under the seat, with a place for the 
Crank (self-starters were yet a prepos- 
terous dream) on the left side behind 
the step (not yet a running board). 

Ridiculous, wasn’t it? So it seems 
in looking back from this shining 
1937. But look ahead to the next 
year or the year after that, and vans 
Will we have?

scrubby sumac sucking healthless ex- 
istence out of the cinders, broken gray 
masses of quarried hills, pools of vis- 
cous black water and black-windowed 
crippled brick houses—TO LET. Aim- 
less, the wreckage of America’s hu- 
man flotsam shambles by, flopping 
down to sleep under a bank or a bush, 

possessionless, hopeless and numb. 
Hardened to this scene, Detective 
Peter Merylo and Detective Martin Ze- 
lewski, prowled through Kingsbury 
Run one night in February, the twen- 
ty-third, to be exact. Their errand is 
constantly the same. They inhabit 
this bleak area daily and nightly, al- 
ways probing and searching, as incon- 
spicuous as they know how to be— 
which is none too inconspicuous. It 
is Merylo’s and Zelewski’s hopeless 
job to act as decoys and spies. They 
are looking for a mad butcher believed 
to be the murderer of Edward Andras- 


sy, Florence Polillo and at least five’ 


other men and women who have nev- 
er been claimed or identified. 

It was on the night of the 
twenty-third that an eighth torso was 
found miles away on the shore of Lake 
Erie, while Detectives Merylo and Ze- 
lewski made their dismal nightly 
round, thus adding another illegible 
chapter to the mystery which has ab- 
sorbed Cleveland detectives and re- 
porters spasmodically since September 
5, 1934. 

This story is a mystery without any 
solution and the chain of hypothetical 
explanation that has been built around 
it leads nowhere. The latest discov- 
ered torso, that of a young woman, is 
so isolated a clew that it isn’t even a 
basis for any active investigation. All 
the leads it afforded were run down 
within two or three days and proved 
to be as insignificant and fruitless as 
thousands of others that have been 
painstakingly sifted and weighed. The 
investigation has been going on with 
varying intensity since 1934, but most 
intensely since September 23, 1935, 
about a year after the first body was 
washed up. On that date the second 
and third bodies were found. This se- 
ries of eight murders may some..day 
be solved, though there is no imme- 
diate likelihood of it. Meanwhile it 
remains one of the most gruesome, 
baffling and suggestive puzzles in the 
criminal records. It is far less likely 
to be worked out than was. the equa)l- 
ly sordid case of Jack the Ripper, one 
that at least followed certain recoghiz- 
able psychological patterns. ‘These 
cases do not. 

In the Cleveland torso murders, as 
they are commonly called, no positive 
conclusion can be drawn, except one: 
The dead were all victims of violent 
aesault. Beyond that, all is guess- 
work.

EB BXPLAINED how he and 
Coroner Samuel Gerber have 
reached such tentative con- 
clusions as they have to offer.

my. The dissections of the second, 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
victims were made with trained skill. 
Whoever cut them was aware of. the 
soft cartilage between the bones and 
cut through this till he came to the 
vertebral spine, which projects down- 
ward past the cartilage disk. He cut 
through this thin strip of bone with a 
heavy knife or fine-tooth saw. In the 
case of the last victim, the murderer 
cut through the entire bone. This 
might have been done intentionally to 
mislead investigators, since the char- 
acteristics of the killer’s surgery are 
by this time well publicized in Cleve- 
land. Another sign of crudity present 
in the last job was the presence of 
knife marks in the socket of one 
shoulder and many “hesitation 
marks” on the skin. This may indi- 
cate, more than does the bold cut on 


the vertebra, that the killer was impa- 


tient; unfamiliar with anatomy, or 
purposely bungling. Nevertheless it 
is pretty well establised that the four 
murders which took place last year 


and the two which took place the year 


before were done by the same person. 

Now only two of the victims have 
been identified and the fact that the 
others have not been identified may 
be as significant as the two identities. 
For the latter were both persons with 
marked sexta] aberrations and they 
were both, if not transients, at least 
people of unsettled and unwholesome 
lives. Florence Polillo, had been a 
prostitute. She was middle-aged, 
stout and unattractive in appearance. 
The man, Edward Andrassy, had once

both of these people is that they were 
poverty-stricken and depraved. Con- 
ceivably this may be taken as an indi- 
cation that the other eight were of the 
same type.

The fact that the other six were 
never identified may indicate that they 
were tramps. They were all found 
in the vicinity of railroad tracks pas- 


ing through Kingsbury Run. All, that 


is, except the two women whose re- 
mains were found far away, washed 
ashore near Euclid Park. In the case 
of the last, where death had occurred 
between three and six days before the 
torso was discovered, the body had 
certainly been thrown into the lake 
miles away from the spot where a 
beach comber found it. A body drifts 
about 30 miles eastward in a week, 
at this point, and the steamer lane is 
only four miles off Euclid Park. So 
that victim No. 8 may never have 
been near Cleveland during her life. 
She may have been murdered aboard a 
ship, or in some other lakeside city. 
Only two things about her personal 
life are clear: That she was a 
woman of mature age (25 to 35 years 
old), and that she had at some time 
been pregnant. No pertinent deduc 
tions can be made from these facts. 


ERE are some _ conclusions 
H which may be drawn legitimate 
ly, though with broad reserve 
tions. All the victims died suddenly, 
their throats cut with a blade about 
five inches long and this wound was, 
in each case, the probable cause of 
death. The-absence of any traces of 
alcohol or drugs would lead to the 
conclusion that they had not bees 
poisoned or anesthetized. One of the 
men, Andrassy, was bound before 
death. The others seem to have died 
without a struggle — presumably in 
their sleep. Only one, the fifth, was 
found on the spot where he died. The 
method of their dismemberment and 
the way their bodies were distributed, 
,in one case over a large area, indi- 
” cates that the murderer was alone 
in his crime and performed the dissec 
tions in order to facilitate the remov- 
al of the bodies in parts smal! enoug?

And 
while Farnsworth at 30 finds himself 
hailed as a wizard of the audion tube 
and the photo-electric cell, the things 
which make television a practical in- 
vention, he is used to that kind of ac- 
clamation, for he has been receiving it 
for the past 10 years.

young Farnsworth to dicker with 
mathematical problems and electrical 
gadgets. Perhaps it was because he 
was born to be an electrical wizard, in 
the same way that Thomas Alva Edi- 
son or Guglielmo Marconi was, that 
Farnsworth refused to help his par- 
ents in minding the cows and chickens 
and spent his hours fiddling around 
with tubes of all kinds in his little 
farm house room.

Born on a small farm in the obscure 


city of Beaver, Utah, Philo T. Farns- 
worth was reared in a Mormon atmos- 
Dhere. From almost the first day 
when he entered the little red school 
house, he amazed his teachers and his 
fellow pupils by his ability to solve 
any kind of mathematical problem 
that was presented to him. He soon 
acquired, rightly enough, a reputation 
for being a mathematical prodigy.

However, ‘even in his own labora- 
tories, the work of Farnaworth pro- 
gressed at such a rate that his reputa- 
tion became known to the outside 
world.

opments. He showed that electron 
beams, made from light beams, were 
the motivating imptilse. Wealthy men 


' began to show an interest in the young 


inventor and, in 1926, William H. 
Crocker, a rich Gan Francisco banker, 
established well-equipped television 
laboratories to aid Farnsworth. 


IVE years ago Farnsworth came 

- Gast to Philadelphia; here he be- 
cage connected with the Philco 
Radio and Television Corporation, not

tories where he carried on his work. 


‘Two years ago, Farnsworth left the 


Philco laboratories to work at his own 
establishment, Farnsworth Television, 
Incorporated, a Pennsylvania corpora- 
tion of which he is the president. 
The company now has scientific 
laboratories at 127 East Mermaid 
Lane in Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia County boundaries, and a 
studio for testing out television talent 
just outside the Philadelphia bound- 
aries in Springfield Township. Farns- 
worth: and his wife and two young 
sons live in Wyndmoor, not far from 
the laboratories. 

Farnsworth gave his first public 
demonstration of television as it can 
be installed in private homes at the 
Franklin Institute in Philadelphia in 
August, 1934. A year later, in July, 
1935, he gave his second demonstra- 
tion. That second exhibit showed that 
he had improved his methods so that 
the process of television was 10 times 


more powerful and 100 times better 


than it had been the year previous. 
He demonstrated two types of re- 
ceiving sets for each type of transmis- 
sion: the direct wire which gave the 
best results, producing a picture nine 
and a half inches by 11 as clear as the 
home movie projection picture on a 
small screen, and the wireless or

radio-received image which was five by 
seven inches and greenish in color 
rather than black and white like the 
direct wire pictures. 

Farnsworth explained that when 
television will be ready to. be mar- 
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keted, it will be built into the cabinet 
along with the sound radio; he feels 
that business problems and the public 
demand can make television available 
in a short time and that if America 
does not get busy actually licensing 


television and making it available to 
the general public, England and Ger- 
many, who have not gone any further 
ahead in research, but have as a mat- 
ter of fact made use of American re- 
search, will be far ahead of us.

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There have been many silent and 
etone-like men about the green-cov- 
ered tables of the Riviera, but Zog- 
raphos is said to have loomed head 
and shoulders above them in these 
Sphinx-like qualities.

“Television is virtual- 
ly perfected and ready 
for commercialization,”’ 
Farnsworth has declared 
several times. ‘All it re- 
quires is the addition of 
three diale to the sound 
radio and there is no rea- 
son why the radio listener 
cannot learn how to ad- 
just three more dials 
when he already has 
learned to use so Many.” 
These three dials of 
which Farnsworth spoke 
are for the volume of 
light, depending on 
whether the television is 
being used in a light or a 
dark room, for the sharp- 
ness of the focus, and for 
light and shade contrast. 
To date, the Federal 
Communications Commis- 
sion has not okayed com- 
mercialization of  tele- 
vision, stating that there 
are no programe as yet to 
watch. It has, however, 
authorized the coaxial or 
concentric cable for tele- 
vision transmission ex- 
periments which is being 
built by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company over a 9$0-mile 
cable from New York to 
Philadelphia and will be 
used for only non-com- 
_ mercial purposes. It also 
granted to Farnsworth 
Television, Incorporated, 
permission to construct 
an experimenfal televi- 
sion station in Spring- 
field Township, where there are today 
more than 40 employes. 
It is in this station that the studio 


director, William C. Eddy, who has 


been a costume designer, a navy lieu- 
tenant in China and Nicaragua, a com- 
mércial illustrator and a radio engi- 
neer, is giving auditions in the éxperi- 
mental studio. The television is not 
being broadcast even experimentally 
outside of the studio as yet, but it is 
hoped that soon this station will be 
used to broadcast pictures of moving 
objects in order that they may be 
picked up by special receiving stations 
operated by the company in the vicin- 
ity. Eddy predicts that Patty LaVerne, 
a night club entertainer whom he has 
tried out for eye and ear auditions, 
will be a future television star; he 
aleo has faith in Bonnie Krauser, a 
blonde, who he thinks will be a good 
announcer for television days. 

He feels certain that badminton, 
football and boxing, as well as 
fashion shows and advertisements of 
children eating vitamins will make 
excellegt programs over television. 


Farnsworth himself believes that 
television will provide not only enter- 
tainment, but also scientific help in 
medicine, for by means of the elec- 
trical eye invisible radiations can be 
converted into visible ones by convert- 
ing optical pictures into electrical 
ones. This electric eye can also locate 
ships at night and penetrate thick fogs. 
The radio tube which Farnsworth de- 
veloped has tremendous amplification 
properties and uses a cold cathode in- 
stead of a hot one, harnessing elec- 
trons effectively. 

Today Farnsworth is just as opti- 
mistic as he was last year when he 
said that television was certain to be 


_ @ reality in a very short time. He be- 


lives that television cannot be held 
back. He has issued licenses to use 
his patent to two mapufacturers in 
this country—Phileo of Philadelphia 
and Heinz and Kaufman of California . 
—and two abroad—Baird of England 
and Fernsen of Germany.

ATLANTA, Georgia. 
O WARM his toes, 
Leander Poole, son 
of a Georgia tenant 
farmer, kicked 
a lump of sticky, 
red clay.

This was February 
17 on the Atlanta-Chattanooga 
highway, a short distance from 
Cartersville, Georgia, and only a 
few hundred yards from the ram- 
shackle house in which the Pooles 
live the precarious existence typ- 
ical of a tenant farmer’s family. 

Leander, although he is 17 
years old, has never read a fairy 
story. But he is doing a good job 
living one. 

The diamond he kicked out of 
the mud was a famous stone lost 
in an autemobile wreck by Mrs. 
J. T. Lupton of Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, one of the South’s richest 
women. 

The day after his discovery, the 
farm boy who never before had 
possessed more than $5 at one 
time in his life, was paid $1000 
reward in crisp $100 bills. 

He deposited all but $25 in the 
Cartersville bank, then went on a 
spending spree. Leander bought 
new overalis for himself and every 
other male member of his family, 
“dress goods’ for all the women 
folks and stick candy for every 
kid in the neighborhood. 

Now he is looking for a farm in 
which to invest the $975 remain- 
ing securely in the bank. 

Leander’s dad, like most other 
tenant farmers, has known noth- 
ing but hard times in recent years. 
But it looks as though the dia- 


mond kicked out of the red clay . 


is destined to put the family back 
on the road to prosperity. 


The episode of the Lupton jew-° 


el centers about a series of coin- 
cidences that couldn’t happen 
again in a thousand years. 

Accompanied by a party of 
friends, Mrs. Lupton set out by 
automobile from Chattanooga on 
January 12 to visit a niece in Sa- 
vannah, Georgia. That was the 
day Governor E. D. Rivers of 
Georgia was inaugurated. Near 
Griffin, Georgia, the Lupton party 
came upon a tragic accident. A 
truck in which a group of men 
were driving to the inauguration 
had been wrecked and the occu- 
pants badly injured. Mrs. Lupton 
and her friends assisted in res- 
cuing six men from the wreckage. 

On January 25, J. H. Poole and 
his wife and nine children, includ- 
ing Leander who later found the 
Lupton diamond, moved into a 
tenant house about five miles from 
Cartersville and only a short dis- 
tance from the Atlanta-Chatta- 
nooga highway. 

On Januayy 28 Mrs. Lupton 
_ started on her return trip from 
Savanah to Chattanooga. Direct- 
ly in front of the Poole house her 
Hmousine and a light truck col- 
lided head-on. One man in the 
truck was killed and Mrs. Lupton 
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wrecked limousine to Cartersville. 


At the hospital Mrs. Lupton 
found that her ring with, ite seven- 
and seven-sixteenths carat dia- 
mond was gone. It was worth 


$25,000 and sha placed an even: 


higher valuation on it because of 
sentiment. 

An examination of the limou- 
sine revealed a long slash in the 
upholstery cut as cleanly as 
though with a knife. Evidently 
when the cars collided Mrs. Lup- 
ton was thrown forward yiolently 
and the long cut in the upholstery 
was made by the diamond. Then

The car was searched, No 
trace of the diamond could be 
found.
